Sometimes farm workers escape poverty

BOISE - Looking at their offices, you 
could never guess the hours they spent as 
boys and young men toiling os migrant 
farm laborers in the fields of south-cen- 
tral Idaho.' 

Jesse Bcrain, a former legislator, beads 
the Office on Aging and works out of the 
state Capitol building. He travels around 
Idaho discussing issues affecting the el- 
derly. 

Across the street, Sam Byrd, coordina- 
tor of special populations for the Division 
of Vocational Education, talks passion- 
ately about transforming vocational edu- 
cation in Idaho. He recently helped swing 
a SIO million to S12 million grant for the 
stote's School to Work initiative. 

Despite their current jobs, they share a 
common post. 

Both made the annual trek from south- 
ern states northward, following ripening 
crops. 

Both spent much of their childhoods in 
labor camps throughout southern Idaho. 

Both started working in the fields be- 
fore they were lO, 

Migrant life has improved, but it must 
' still be made better, they say. And now, 
both share a commitment to their people, 
"to-thdr-fellow-Htspanics: Thoy-dr«am of 
a better future for the migrant farmwork- 
ers of America. 

Orphaned 

Bcrain became an orphan at 13. Ex- 
posed to a lifetime of pesticides and over- 
work, his parents died in their 40s, leav- 
ing him and his brothers and sisters. 

Bcrain, now 67, stayed with the mi- 
grant life during the 1930s and 1940s, 
driving a truck filled with workers and 
traveling with dozens of other cars and 
trucks in the migrant caravan from Texas 
to Idaho. If one car broke down, they 
could leave it and jump in with the oth- 
ers. 

“It was almost like an insurance poli- 
cy,” he said. 

Bcrain, work-hardened since age 6, ac- 
knowledges that migrant life has its 
downside. He has seen labor comp chil- 
dren playing in open septic tanks and wit- 
nessed poverty so great thot parents 
couldn’t buy food for ilicir families. 

He spent time growing up in what is 
now El Milngro, the Twin Foils lobor 
camp, long before it was cleaned up and 
renovated by the Idaho Migrant Council.

But during an in- 
terview in his first- 
floor office in the 
Capitol, he chose to 
dwell on mostly the 
good, describing fies- 
tas, parades and labor 
camp beauty queen 
contests. 

"Tlicre was a lot of 
love," he said. Bnp- 
tism.s gave a child 50 
padrinos, or godpar- 
ents. If someone 
needed o doctor and 
couldn’t raise the 
money, their friends 
and relatives would 
chip in. The family 
unit was so strong 
that the money 
earned picking cot- 
ton, fresh onions and 
tomatoes went to the 
family for clothes or 
food. 

‘It was our way of 
contributing,” he said. “It was a family 
unit going out to work. ... That’s a tot of 
limes what Anglos don’t understand.”

Hazardous camp 

Byrd tells stories from n different per- 
spective, outlining labor camp ills of the 
1960s in harsh but sometimes humorous 
detail. 

When he wos 9. his family lived in red 
wooden labor camp buildings in Paul that 
he colls “o pretty yucky place, rcolly.” 
“niot camp hos since been tom down. Un- 
til he was 14, his family moved between 
the Burlcy-Rupcrt area ond the Paycttc- 
Fruitlond area. 

Seven fomily members lived in one 
room. There wo.s no running water, and 
the fioorboards were so severely worped 
that Byrd could prop himself up against 
them. Doors without screens let every 
kind of bug in. 

“Spiders were pretty much the stan- 
dard,” he sold. .’’.To this day I hate spi- 
ders.” 

Children would stay in the camp with 
nominal supervision - a S-ycor-oId might . 
take care of a 2-year-old. If both parents 
worked, there wasn't much choice. 

At the Paul camp, he remembers, a 
small girl was cooking for two or three 
siblings when the cabin caught on fire. 
They escaped with minor burns. 

Hazards were plentiful - the labor 
camp' grounds were littered with tiails or 
gloss. Tlicrc was usually a drowning ev- 
ery summer at unsupervised swimming 
holes. 

“Probably every day one little kid got 
hurt or lost and everyone in the camp 
went to look for them,” he said. 

Tensions fiared in the tight living con- 
ditions. A look or a comment could spork 
fist-fights or worse. When lie was 10, he 
saw two men from the labor camp fight- 
ing at a carnival. As his father hustled the 
children into the car, they saw one man 
pull a gun and shoot the other. 

Despite tough living conditions, no- 
body complained. 

“■you couldn’t say much or you’d got 
kicked out and you-wouldn’t have any- . 
thing," he said. They could also lose their 
jobs and get black-balled.

Offender tries castration; court orders probation

SHOSHONE - Having tried everything 
else to escape the urge to expose himself to 
children, convicted sex offender Michael 
Piper opted for voluntary surgical castra- 
tion. 

. He underwent the operation “hopefully 
to offer some sort of guarantee to society 
. that I won't be o' problcm again," he told 
5th District Judge Barry Wood last week. 

The 33-ycar-oId Piper had been convict- 
ed in 1992 of sexual abuse of a child for 
masturbating rn front of two girls. This 


year, he violated, his lO-ycor probation 
sentence by lurking near children, accord- 
ing to court records. 

His condition spiralled into depression 
and marital strain. Piper told the Judge he 
had already spent himself "into the poor 
house” with counseling, psychotherapy 
and female hormones. 

Then, on July 3, & Kelchum urologist 
peribrmed the surgery thot changed his life 
entirely, according to the toped A-ug. 14 
hearing. 

“First of all, there is absolutely no sexual 
desire whatsoever, it’s completely obliter- 
ated," Piper testified. “By having ray mind 


free from the idea of sexual obsessions, it 
has. allowed me to be a better person with 
everyone 1 interact with.” 

Experts say castration rarely cures exhi- 
bitionists, however, despite the rcmovol of 
hormone-producing testicles.'. 

The sexual offender’s behavior is 
learned and has nothing to do. with hor- 
mone levels, said psychologist Gary 0. 
Horton, an executive board member of the 
American Association of the Treatment of 
Sexual Abusers. 

Kcny Lindorfer, a treatment specialist at 
Sexual Abuse Now Ended in Boise; agreed ‘ 
that castration will not stop an exhibition- 
ist’s behavior. Lindorfer also is the Idaho

Tropical rains inundate Florida; storms nimble over West

Heavy rain drenched southern and eastern Florido Thurs- 
day ns a result of a steim being followed across the Atlantic 
by two hurricanes. 

More run-of-the-mill thunderstorms rumbled over the 
West 

_ . The rain from Tropical Storm Jerry — which weakened 
into a tropical depression ns it crossed Florida — totaled 2 to 
12 inches. It was heaviest in coastal communities between 
Palm Beach and Miami. 

Heavy rain was continuing in central and southern Florida. 
Tomodtres were sighted neilh of Tampa olong Interstate 75. 
Coastal sections of the Corolinns and Georgia also got thun- 
derstorms and 1 to 3 inches of rain. 

Some heavy thunderstorms occurred in the Southwest and 
the Inicrroountnin region, between the Rockies ond the Sierra 
Nevada and the mountains of easlem Oregon and Washing- 
ton. Pocatello, Idaho, reported heavy rainfall. 

Other strong storms moved across the eastern Dakotas and 


titrough central Minnesota and WiKonsin, producing heavy, 
rain and some hail. Thunderstorms were also common in 
southern Texas. 

A cold front extended from the Northeast ocross northern 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, northern Ohio, Indiana and Illi- 
nois. 

Even when it was rio longer a named storm, Jerry had sus- 
toined wind near 40 mph and gusts up to 50 mph in the Cope 
Canaveral area and its rain produced flooding. .

It was the first 
time there had been 10 named storms so early in the hurri- 
caneseoson. 

The remnants of Jerry were expected to strengthen again - 
to a tropical storm across the extreme noriheastem Gulf of ' 
Mexico and then swirig back over land with wind gusting to ' 
50 mph and the threat of severe thunderstorms and toma-. " 
docs.

He helped set up the first 
summer school at the Twin Falls 
comp, brought kids swimming, ran 
the labor camp store and gave food 
to families who couldn’t pay. 

When he lived in Twin Fails, o 
couple knocked on his door. Their 
baby had died in Blockfoot and they 
didn't know what to do, so they 
drove lo him. He called the coroners 


and found $200 for mortuary costs. 

Elected in 1992 to the state House 
of Representatives from Ada Coun- 
ty. he unsuccessfully fought for 
worker’s compensotion insuronce 
for farm workers. Idaho is among 
eight states that do not require farm- 
ers to provide such insurance. 

Now, as head of the Office on Ag- 
ing, Bcrain tries to coax Hispanic se- 
niors to take odvontage of social ser- 
vices or go to senior citizens centers. 

“They’re very-proud, very rclianr ; 
on themselves,” he said. 

The next generations, more accus- 
tomed to social services, will be cos- 
ier to help, he said. 

He also mentors young people and 
tries lo set an example for them. 

“First.ond foremost os a positive 
role model,” he said. “Kids can see 
thot I con do it, and 1 come from the 
some background." 

Then he tells kids how to get from 
where they are to where he is, 

“It was through cducotion and 
work experiences,” he said, “i didn’t 
plan it. I tell kids that if I had to 
compete with them today 1 .wouldn’t 
have made it.”

Currently, poultry that has been 
chilled to as low as 0 degrees 
Fahrenheit — frozen stiff — can be 
sold as fresh. Poultry is sometimes 
frozen for long-distance transport, 
then thawed before it reaches store 
shelves. 

Under the new rule, birds can be 
called fresh only if they have never 
Been chilled below 26 degrees, the 
temperature at which chickens and 
turkeys begin to freeze. A fresh 


chicken might have a dusting of ice 
crystals but won’t be rock solid. 

Shoppers who buy chicken 
labeled fresh don’t realize it might 
be frozen or might have been frozen 
weeks earlier, the Agriculture 
Department said. 

"This policy will ensure that con- 
sumers receive accurate information 
without imposing excessive costs 
on industry," said Deputy Secretory 
Richard Rominger. 


The big Southern chicken pro- 
ducers opposed the change. The 
National Broiler Council issued a 
terse statement Tliursday calling the 
new nilcs'"misleading and unneces- 
sary.”

The FBI’s initial plan- in August 
1992 at Weaver’s cabin on remote 
Ruby Ridge in Idaho said that if 
Weaver and his family did not sur- 
render after two days of requests, 
“Tlie armored personnel carriers will 
begin dismantling the outlying 
buildings by ramming them.” 

If that did not bring surrender, the 
plan said, ’Tear gas will be deployed 
into the main house.” 

On Aug. 23, 1992, armored per- 
sonnel carriers took down an out- 
building known as the birthing shed 


and discovered the body of 
Weaver’s son, Samuel. 14. 
Unbeknownst to federal agents, 
Samuel had been killed during a 
gunfight between family members 
and a U.S. marshals reconnaissance 
party two days earlier that triggered 
the siege. Deputy U.S. Marshal 
William Degan also killed in 
that gunfire. 

On Aug. 22, an FBI sniper killed 
Weaver’s wife, Vicki, as she stood 
behind a door of the family’s home. 
The sniper said he was aiming at 


Weaver’s friend, Kevin Harris, who 
was armed and ninning to the cabin, 
and did not see Mrs. Weaver. 

After Samuel’s body wus'discov- 
cred, federal agents revised their 
strategy and ultimately got Weaver 
tosurrcndcronAug. 31. 1992. 

The inilial FBI plan is quoted in a 
slill-unrcicascd 500-page Justice 
Department report on the ease. The 
report has been leaked to reporters 
and a copy was put on the Inlcmct 
by Legal Times, a Washington 
newspaper.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A Serbian strangle- 
’ hold on Sarajevo contributed to the deaths of 
three American diplomats on Ae Mount Igman 
road, Bosnia's foreign minister »id Thursday. 

The Serbs have blocked access to the Bosnian 
capital since they threatened in April to shoot 
down all entering and departing airplanes if 
Robert Fmsurc, one of the American diplomats, 
attcmpled'to move from the airport into the city, 
Foreign Minister Muhamed Sacirbey said. 
Frasurc, the chief U.S. negotiator for the Balkans, 

; was forced to yield and to fly to Croatia. 

On Saturday, Frasurc, Joseph Kruzcl and S. 
Nelson Drew died when a French vehicle carry- 


ing t)ie American mediators on the narrow road 
moved to a rain-soaked shoulder to make way 
for a convoy and plunged into a ravine. 

Stale Department ofilcitils said Ioict tlic Mount 
Igman road was the only secure route to 
Sarajevo, where American negotiators were to 
hold meetings with Bosnian President Alija 
Iztitbcgovic. 

At a news conference Thursday, Sacirbey, 
who is related by marriage to Kruzel, said the 
road was known ns "the most deadly three kilo- 
meters in the \vorld21 '

trucks and other vehicles, killing an average of 
one person a day, Sacirbey said. Many of the vic- 
tims are "unsung heroes,” Bosnians bringing 
food into the besieged city, he said. ' 

"All tlic other options had been allowed to be 
cut off by the Serbs,” he said. "The Serbs have 
been allowed to keep the stranglehold on the 
city." 

And last Saturday, Sacirbey said, "the 
American diplomats were victims of a block- 
ade." 

Still, he said, "it would be too much of a cheap . 
shot to say the Serbs are responsible for tlic acci- 
dent." 


Ironically, the leader of the Bosnian Serbs, 
Radovan Karadzic, this week offered safe pas- 
sage to American mediators due to return to the 
Balkans in pursuit of a negotiated settlement in 
Bosnia. A State Department spokesman, David 
Johnson, said Tuesday, “Wc would be pleased to 
explore otlier routes tliat would be safer." 

At the news conference, Sacirbey pledged the 
Bosnian government’s cooperation in the peace 
effort. He said a "window of opportunity" for a 
settlement would be closed in a monlli or two, 
and he urged the United States and other would- 
be peacemakers to put pressure on Bosnian Serb.s 
to agree to peace talks.

Wu’s arrest at the border on June 
19 put a human face on the troubled 
bilateral relationship and deep-seat- 
ed idcological-difTcrcnccs between 
the two nations. 

• A Chinese court Thursday morn- 
ing sentenced Wu to 15 years in 
prison for spying. Hours later, he 
was expelled from the country, 
according to the government-run 
Xinhua news agency. 

His expulsion could mitigate the 
damage to Sino-Amcrican relations 
— described by Xinhua on 
Wednesday as at their “lowest ebb” 
since 1979. But domestic political 
battles in both capitals arc likely to 
block any further improvement. 

An American undersecretary of 
state, Peter Tarnoff, travels to 
Beijing today to try to arrest the 
slide in relations. Chinese Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Chen Jian said 
China hopes the visit will be' a “con- 
crete step forward.” 

Sino-U.S. tics began faltering 
after China’s military crushed pro- 
democracy demonstrations in 1989. 
While much of the Communist 
world moved toward democracy in 
the next few years, China continued

Zaire stops forced expulsions of refugees 


Women’s conference attendees 
greeted with chaos, confusion 


“GOMA, Zaire (AP) — Zairian 
troops stopped forcing refugees from 
Rwanda and Burundi to' go back to 
their turbulent homelands Thursday. 
Reassured, thousands emerged from 
hiding and relumed to their refugee 
camp homes of sticks and plastic 
sheeting. 

It was unclear what motivated Zaire 
to Slop the evictions or how long'thc 
suspension would last. But the halt 
onef return of the refugees, who had 
bolted from the camps this week with 
scant food or woler, cased fears of a 
ricwihumanitorian crisis. 

The evictions began abruptly 
Saturday, when Zairian soldiers 
entered the sprawling camps in east- 
ern Zaire and forced residents at gun- 


point to board buses or cross the bor- 
ders on fooL Some refugee huts were 
set afire, and there were unconfirmed 
r^orts of rape and theft by the sol- 
diers. ' 

By Thursday, more than 13,000 
people had been driven home. But 
some 173,000 fled into the country- 
side to escape the soldiers carrying 
out the expulsion order. Aid officials 
feared new outbreaks of disease and 
starvation like the one that killed 
50,000 people when 1.2 million 
Rwandan refugees fled to Goma last 
year. , 

After hearing that the expulsions 
had stopped, aid workers went with 
loudsp^ers into the hills to coax the 
tefugpes back. 


Thousands soon began returning to 
the camps at Bukavu and Uvira, and 
started rebuilding the huts of plostic 
sheeting and sticks that had been 
destroyed or torn down, said 
Fernando Del Mundo, a U.N. 
spokesman in Geneva. 

There was no formal agreement 
ending the evictions, but U.N. offi- 
cials in Goma said they were opti- 
mistic one would be reached when the 
U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees, Sadoko Ogata, meets with 
Zairian government officials in 
Kinshasa next week.

Bershers. “Helen Chenoweth was 
during the campaign and remains 
now 100 percent behind the working 
people 'of Idaho.” 

As part of a SI million national 
campaign against 20 Republicans, ads 
started running in Idaho this week 
attacking Chenoweth for her recent 
votes in Congress. Ambuchl said 
organized labor spentabout $9,500 
for 85 Idaho commercials which will 
continue through Labor Day.

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LAS VEGAS (AP) — The. state 
of Nevada has attempted~to steer 
clear of the fand rights lawsuit 
between Nyc County and the U.S. 
Justice Department, but it appears 
that stance may have to change. 

The federal government has filed 
a motion asking the state to be 
named as a co-defendant in the law- 
suit even though state officials have 
said they don’t agree with the 
defendant — Nyc County. The rural 
Nevada county filed resolutions 
declaring control over- 10 million 
acres of federal land, and the federal 
government is seeking to nullify 
those Resolutions. 

The two sides argued their cases 
before -U.S. District Judge Lloyd 
Georg^ here last month, who then 
asked thpm to file supplemental 
briefs explaining the state’s role in 
the lawsuit. The Justice 
Department's motion was in 
response to George’s order. 

Although thelstate has kept its 
distance from the dispute. Gov. Bob 
Miller has said he thinks it would be 
costly for the state to take over 
management of federal lands. 

A Nevada law from the 1970s 
declares the 48 million acres of fed- 
eral land in Nevada as state-owned, 
but it has never been enforced. The 
county supremacy movement, 
called the Sagebrush Rebellion, is 
bttsing.thcir defense in part on that 
piece of legislation. 

John W. Howard is an attorney 
with the Los Angclcs-bascd , 
Individual Rights Foundation and is 
representing Nyc County. He said 
his organization offered its legal 
expertise to the attorney gcncrors 
office should Nevada be named as a 
defendant, but Attorney General 
Frankie Sue Del Papa refused the 
assistance Tuesday. 

“It seems to me somebody might 
want to consider impeachment if 
(Del Pap) goes against the will of 
the suite, ” Howard said. 

If the motion is approved, it could 
place the state in a perplexing posi- 
tion, said Senior Deputy Attorney 
General Wayne Howie. The state 
could be named as a defendant, 
although its arguments could echo 
those of the plaintiffs.

“This has been a personal 
embarrassment for me.” 

House, 43, blames the bankruptcy 
on her ex-busband. Lane, who she 
says didn’t pay financial support 
promised when they divorced two 
years ago. 

But Lane House, a gold miner at 
Winnemucca, Nev., said he made no 
-promises to pay supMit and his ex- 
wife still owes him $8,000 from the 
sale of .their home. Court documents 
put the figure at $6,291 . 

The real problem, Jlouse said, was 
that his cx-wife insisted on buying 
expensive clothing and sports equip- 
ment for the childim and herself!

Precious Metals to begin building its 

processing mill in 1987. 

Crushed ore was dumped into five 
" 1,000-galloh vats containing' a weak" 
cyanide solution that lifted - or 
“leached” - gold and silver from the 
ore. A series of mechanical, chemi- 
cal and electrical processes were 
used to extract the metals from the 
solution. 

Though Precious Metals is 
defunct, Interior Department 
lawyers arc still hunting for "poten- 
tially responsible parties" who can 
be pursued in court, Fuller said. 

“We’re looking for ways to deal 
with this without leaving the 
American taxpayer holding the 
bog,” Fuller said. The mine’s opera- 
tors posted only $9,000 in BLM 
reclamation bonck, he said; no state 
bonds were posted.

Detective Fuhrman goes 
from star witness to pariah 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A summer ago, Mark 
Fuhrman was basking in the spotlight of the O.J. 
Simpson case. 

Prosecutors made the detective their star witness. 
Women around the counuy wanted his phone number. 

This summer, Uic just-rctired Fuhrman doesn’t seem 
to have a friend. 

Simpson’s lawyers have cast him as a lying, racist 
thug, using Fuhmian’s own tape recorded words to a 
North Carolina screenwriter to support their frame-up 
theory. 

The Los Angeles Police Commission is investigat- 
ing him. Police Chief Willie Williams says the 
Fuhrman matter is dernoralizing his department. 

Under a cloud of perjury occusations^ he has hired a • 
defense attorney who says, Fuhrman' may invoke his 
Fifth Amendment right against self-incrimination if 
called back to the stand. 

And what of the prosecutors who made Fuhrman a 
star? Theirs is the greatest dilemma of all, according 
to legal experts. They are stuck with Fuhrman's testi- 
mony — or ore they? — 

"If the tapes arc as they have been portrayed ... the 
prosecution can’t rehabilitate him,” says University of 
Southern California law professor Erwin 
Chcmcrinsky. “What the prosecution then has to do is 
distance themselves from him so that his taint doesn’t 
affect their case.” 

The Fuhrman tapes, in which the detective spews 
racial slurs and advocates police brutality, were 
recently uncovered by the defense in a bonanza for 
Simpson’s cose. 

^ Laura Hart McKinny recorded them over a 10-yeor 
period in which she >vo4 interviewing police officers 
for a documentary on the Los Angeles force. 

The defense wants to use the tapes to discredit 
Fuhrman, the detective who testified that he found the 
bloody glove on Simpson’s property. 

It was at a preliminary hearing in July 1994 that 
tFuhrmah mesmerized the nation, with his tale of scal- 
ing the woll to the estate and discovering the glove on 
,a.ji(nf-strewnpathbebindthegucst'housc. u 

“My heart started pounding and I realized what I 
had probably found.” Fuhrman said. Authorities con-’ 
tend the dark, right-handed leather glove is the mate 
of the left-handed glove found near £e slashed bodies 
of Nicole Brown Simpson and Ronald Goldman out- 
side Ms. Simpson's condominium. 

*rhe tall, handsome detective whose personnel file 
was filled with praise for his appearance but also trou- 
bling reports of instability was flooded with romantic 
overtures. Flowers arrived at the courthouse for him. 

A tabloid dubbed him “the hunkiest hew star of the 
Los Angeles Police Department." 

Those glory days were short-lived. Reports of 
racism and misogyny surfaced in the media, and the 
defense quickly targeted Fuhrman as a central figure

in their conspiracy theory. Lawyers 
contended he planted the glove — 
and possibly other evidence — out 
of hatred for interracial couples and 
a desire to play a starring role in the 
Simpson case. 

. Now there is talk of a possible 
pcijury Indictment. 

District Attorney Gil Garcetti, 
arriving at the courthouse 
Thursday, refused to discuss 
Fuhrman, saying the prosecution’s 
position on the detective will 
become clear in court. Garcetti said a five- to 10-day' 
rebuttal can be expected from prosecutors after the 
tapes ore played and the defense rests. 

. Judge Lance Ito has yet to decide whether jurors 
will hear any of the tapes. But experts believe that, at 
a minimum, he will allow portions related to 
Fuhrman’s use of the word "nigger.” Fuhrman had' 
denied under oath that he used the slur in the post 10 
years. 

After the existence of the tapes became public, an 
investigator working for Fuhrman said the detective 
had “a mental block" about the conversations and was 
trying to impress McKinny by sounding “macho.” 
One of Fuhrman’s lawyers said the officer was “talk- 
ing trash," inventing outrageous scenarios to keep the 
screenwriter interested. 

“1 can’t believe that the jury is going to have any- 
thing but total disgust for Mark Fuhrman,” says 
Loyola Law School Professor Stanley Goldman. 

He says prosecutors would be well-advised to 
denounce Fuhrman themselves and argue that the evi- 
dence he found is not essential to convict Simpson. 

“At a minimum,” says Southwestern University law 
professor Myma Raeder, “the prosecution has to be 
aware that the glove may simply drop out as evi- 
dence" in the minds of jurors’.** 

Prosecutor Marcia Clark has already conceded that 
Fuhrman used racial epithets on the tapes and said she 
wasn’t trying to. paint Fuhrman as a hero. But ber 
argument is that the detective never had the opportuni- 
ty to plant evidence. 

Prosecutors claim Simpson carried the glove back 
from the killing scene ond dropped it in haste. The 
defense has suggested that it was Fuhrman who car- 
ried the glove from the crime scene to Simpson's 
estate. 

Jurors remain unawore of the potentially explosive 
Fuhrman evidence. The judge canceled Thursday’s 
session to take care of personal business. He was also 
believed to be listening to the tapes as he decides 
whether to let the jury hear them. 

Fuhrman remafned at his Sandpoim, Idaho, home 
but is expected to be subpoenaed soon to return to the 
stolid.

Actually, neither Martina McBride nor Tim McGraw 
ever wanted to do anything but sing. 

And that’s exactly what they will do, on Labor Day 
weekend at the Twin Falls County Fair & Rodeo.

It’s a GMC pickup with dual chrome exhausts, sunroof 
and all the other trimmings. 

He calls it his "Cowboy Cadillac."

Given the 
choice, wc’ll take animal sacrifice and 
a hangover. 

But for faris of the original “Candy- 
man” — and there must be some, or 
they wouldn’t have made a sequel — 
prepare for the same amount of incon- 
gruity and gore, but prepare to moke 
certain reality adjustments.

But, aside from the singularity of its 
urban New England setting, “Federal 
Hill" has the saving graces of energy 
and conviction, and everywhere that it 
lacks polish, it emotes passion. Writer- 
director Michael Corrente’s tale may 
not be new, but he tells it as if it were. 

A lot of the film’s virtues arc tied up 
in the acting — not suiprislng,'givcn 
CoiTcnte’s bockground in the theater. 
Anthony De Sondo plays his Romeo 
chometer, Nicky, os a smoothly intelli- 
gent, novice crook, 60 , at home in his 


Italian-Amcrican neighborhood of Fcd- 
bral Hill that he doesn't realize he has 
tlic native skills to work his way out of 

UlCTC. 

It’s 0 chance encounter with a stu- 
dent from nearby Brown University 
that shakes him out of his comfortable 
routine. Wendy (Libby Langdon), a 
college senior, runs into Nick when 
she’s trying to buy drugs for a party. 
^^^tcvcr the usual dcalcr-uscr dynam- 
ic might be, it is Nick who gets hooked 
— on Wendy. 

As he ignites a wild side in her, 
Wendy slips hoppily into a physically 
intense but, os she sees it, clearly limit- 
ed affair with the handsome neighbor- 
hood kid. 

It is a gender reversal on the usual 
undergrad-townie love story and, like 
most such reversals, it is genuinely cf- 
fectivc. Nick Is stunned when he real- 
izes Wendy considers him just a fling.

- In a blink, the world’s most profitable and populor 
idiot is back. Forrest Gump. 

You know him, you love Tom Hanks as him, and 
;you rented the movie over the weekend — although 
:you saw.it twice in the theater last year. And you 
;prpbably bought Winston Groom's book of the same 
mamc and then the spin-off, "Gumpisms: The Wit 
’and Wisdom of Forrest Gump.” 

We have bought it all. ' ’ 

Now comes Groom with “Gump & Co.” (Pocket • 
Books, S22). The book is the speedy sequel or 
"extension" to his "Forrest Gump,” which has sold 
about 2 million copies (Jopon ate it up). The 1 994 
Imovic has grossed more than $670 million world- 
wide. • 

"Take my word for it — don’t never let nobody 
make a movie of your life’s story. Whether they get 
it right or wrong, it don’t matter," says Forrest of 
“Gump & Co." "Problem is, people be comin up to 
you all the time, askin questions, pokin TV cameras 
ifj your face ... tcllin you what a fine feller you arc. 
Ha!" 

Ha! Groom says hC’ W to mention the movie in 
;his sequel. The writer has Forrest meeting Honks in 
Blaine’s, Manhattan’s placc-to-bc-sccn. Forrest even 
isces the movie and thinks ol’ Tom was "pretty 
I good.” 

How could the writer resist? 

"This ain’t just some movie. This is a phenome-- 
non," says Groom, chatting by phone from his home 
i in- Alabama. He’s a day away from leaving for a six- 
•week book tour. "HUSH FORREST. SIT, SIT,” he 
says to his old English Sheep dogin the background. 

Groom, 52, dispenses with TTie Movie reference 



on Page 1, then 
“Gump & Co.” 
hauls off where the 
book left off. 
Forrest is still 
sweeping floors at 
a strip joint run by 
Wanda in New 
Orleans. He’s 
poor, broke and 
stupid and destined 
to become the 
stooge in another - 
round of current 
events. Jenny is 
alive and still .mar- 
ried to a salesman 
named Donald. In 
the book, Forrest 
did not get the girl 

in the end. He got a stripper. 

Jenny- is one of Groom's favorite characters. He 
had plans for her in his s^ucl. Then, the author saw 
the movie. Jenny was killed off. "I didn’t want to 
lose hcr.”’But you don’t mess with Hollywood’s 
Forrest Gump any more than you mess with 
Hollywood’s Rhett Butler, Groom says. 

So, he killed off Jenny. In the sequel, her spirit 
occasionally appears — like a sexy Jiminy Cricket 
telling Forrest to do the right thing. It’s the writer’s 
concession and arguablyonc of the book’s faults. ■ 
"People might say this is just pandering to the 
movie. All right, it is,” Groom says. “I don’t think 
it’s shameless pandering." 

Groom had “another 15 years of history to play 
witli." Trolling for events and people he could pair

with Gump, he asked Esquire to send him the maga- 
zine’s Dubious Achievement Awards. Friends and 
strangers suggested inserting Forrest into the O.J. 
Simpson ease or the Oklahoma Qty bombings. 
Forrest Situations waiting to happen? The author 
didn’t think so. 

Instead, the updated Forrest Gump becomes an 
encyclopedia salesman with a conscience, the acci- 
dental inventor of New Coke, a successful pig 
.farmer, and an aging running back for the New 
Orleans Saints. Forrest also finds himself at the 
wheel of the Exxon-Valdcz and the rest, as they say, 
is a news story. 

It wouldn’t be Gump if there weren’t famous 
cameos; Forrest working for Jim Bokker, Uicn Ollic 
North. Forrest and buddy Lt. Dan kidnapping 
Saddam during the Persian Gulf war. Forrest work- 
ing for a couple of characters renamed Ivan Boidsky 
and Mike Mulligan, who ore jailed for insider trad- 
ing. Forrest rutming into a guy named Bill at some 
place called Whitewater. 

Forrest being Forrest. 

"The message is you don’t have to be rich or 
famous or even smart to be dignified,” Groom says. 
"This person here is a sort of a hero.” 

True to Groom’s vision, the man with the IQ of 75 
spends the new book in and out of jail, where Forrest 
is visited and scolded by his son. Little Forrest. 
Father & Son wind up making millions in the oyster 
business.' 

The End. 

"I’m putting this to rest," says Groom. "No more 
Forrest for a long time." 


‘Memiioch’ loses Lestat’s usual snappy bite

Ordinarily,' tire vampire Lcstat lives 
in New Orleans. In "Mcmnoch The 
Devil" (Alfred A. Knopf, $25), Lcstat 
heads for more ethereal quarters. First 
he goes to Heaven. Then he goes to 
Heir, with a pit stop in purgatory. He 
ay^tics with the devil and he walks 
.WjUi God. He docs the complete Holy 
Land toiir with luxury accommoda- 
tions and guides who Imow the turf. 

.. Reading this novel is like flicking 
back and forth between the creature 
.feature and the 700 Club. 

Lcstat, on undcad telepathic bisexu- 
al blood-sucking zombie with a heart 
of gold, has appeared in four Anne 
Rice novels that have come to be 
known as the "Vampire Chronicles.” 
In them, he is portrayed os the think- 
ing man’s vampire. When he isn’t 
joncsing for hemoglobin, he's rumi- 
nating about the nature of good and 
evil. 

In this, the fifth and likely final 
book of the Chronicles, Lcstat goes on > 
a job interview with the devil. 

> As the novel begins, Lcstat is hunt- 
ing for dinner. He always selects vic- 
tims who are evil; when he's on the

prowl, he’s sort of a cross between 
Chorles Bronson and Vincent Price. 
Lcsiot’s quany this time is o big-time 
drug pusher whose daughter is on 
innocent, Aimcc McPherson-type tele- 
vangelist. 

Soon Lcstat realizes that he himself 
is being stalked. Eventually his pur- 


suer takes on the image of on ordinary 
man and politely intn^uccs himself os 
the devil — Mcmnoch to his friends. 
He says he has been searching for on 
assistant and wonders if Lcstat would 
be interested in the position; yes, the 
job is hell, but the perks ore terrific. 

Althou^ he hasn’t exactly been sit- 
ting around circling wont ads, Lcstat is 
intrigued enough to agree to an all- 
expenses paid introductory tour of 
heaven, hell and purgatory. Mcmnoch 
introduces Lcstat to God, sends him 
back in time so he can view the enici- 
fixion and explains his version of how 
the enmity between himself and God 
evolved. 

And wouldn't you know it: Turns 
out the devil isn't such a bad sort after 
all. He really has been taking up for 
mankind all along and doesn’t deserve 
all the bad press he gets. As for God 
— well, sure, he’s bis good points, 
but in the pnd he’s just a bull-headed 
CEO, surrounded by yes-men, out of 
touch with the little people. 

Lestat, who would do well to 
remember that the devil can quote 


scripture, listens all too credulously to 
his Dantesque tour guide. 

Rice has ahva)'s used existing reli- 
gions and mythologies os a backdrop 
for her vampire tales, working 
Egyptian gods and Christian saints 
into her scenarios about how vampirc.s 
fit into the nclhenvorld hierarchy. But 
she usually keeps enough earthly 
intrigue in her talc to avoid sounding 
like a Joseph Campbell lecture. 

There is certainly enough gore in 
Mcmnoch to satisfy a Joe Bob Briggs 
B-movic buff, with two exploding 
eyeballs, three fried vampires, behead- 
ing fu, buro-in-hell fu and one dead 
baby. But Lcstat spends the bulk of 
this novel in a passive role, largely 
mute os the devil shows him around 
the 'hood. 

As always with Rice, her heroic 
monster confronts ancient questions 
why does evil exist, why must we 
suffer, what happens when we die? 

But her proportions ore so epic that 
her dark hero gets lost among them. If 
Rice really is retiring her flagship 
zombie, 08 she implies at the end of 
this novel, it’s puzzling shc^ojade him 
play out his last scene os^atan’s side-

Perhaps the lost tourist in this 
powder keg of a country, our hero- 
ine rather recklessly accepts the 
offer of a kindly old “unofficial’’ 
native guide to have a private tour 
while waiting to get home. 

But almost before Laura knows 
what has happened, her guide is 
shot. And with the wounded man 
in tow, she finds herself on the run 
from government troops. 

After that, Uls one narrow 
escape after another; Bullets, 
bombs and even a rapist stand 
between Laura and safety. 

What’s remarkable about the 
action scenes in this port of the 
film is how resolutely straightfor- 
ward they arc. The body count is 
(by; “Die Hard’’ standards) rather 
low, th e explosions ar en’t a thou- 
'saha times more "explosive than 
real ones, and the music doesn’t 


pump up the volume, either. 

Yet precisely because the vio- 
lence IS kept on a human scale, 
it’s more affecting than it is in 
most movies. You’re with Laura 
every perilous step of the way as 
she runs barefoot through the 
Burmese jungle. . 

Working from a streamlined 
' script by Alex Lasker and Bill 
• Rubenstein (who also co-pro- 
duced), director John Boorman 
(“Hope ond Glory,’’ “The Emerald 
Forest") doesn't use any gim- 
micks; llie story is mainly fiction 
yet it speeds along with the 
urgency of truth. 

Boorman stages the action with 
an economy of motion, and his 
splendid visual compositions 
makoithe most of the beauty of the 
Burmese countryside. 

Each scene brings a change of 
lighting that's like a new, vivid fla- 
vor. Especially striking — and 
poignant — ore ^e nighttime scenes. 
In fact, the government’s disgraceful 
abuses seem all the more terrible 
amid all this loveliness.

' guide, Frances McDormand

‘Desperado:’ Better 
come to your senses

■ Jusf like its predecessor, 
^Desperado” features a misunder- 
kood loner battling a wealthy drug 
lord, and ^ing shelter in the aims 
pf a beautiful woman with murky 
-tics to his sinister enemy. It was 
even filmed in the same Mexican 
border town. Rodriguez plagiarizes 
himself in every aspect but one: the 
humor and intelligence critics 
found in “El Mariachi” has van- 
ished from this hysterically 
overblown “sequel.” 

[ Antonio Banderas makes his 
petion film debut os the Mariachi, 
wbb sets out to avenge the death of 
nis -girlfriend by hunting down the 
man responsible for the murder, a 
Mexican, drug kingpin named 
Bucho (Joaquim dc Almeida). To 
^o'so, Mariachi has to blast his 
way through all of Bucho’s hench- 
men, which he does with grim rel- 
ish. Tbc moments when the 
Mariachi prays for strength and 
forgiveness play as unintentional 
camp. 

I “Desperado” doesn’t let anything 
annoying like plot, characterization 
br dialogue get in the way of its 
' primary aim, which is depicting the

cannon-wielding Mariachi mowing 
down bad guys m obscenely graph- 
ic detail. Oh, and having sex with o 
pin-up girl. It’s a dream movie for 
adolescent males. 

There’s a crude sexual rhythm to 
the gunfight scenes. There’s a 
gore-gasmic scene in which the 
Moriochi’s obliterating a bar full of 
sleazoids is mere foreplay to his 
pinning a creep to the street and 
blasting the guy’s head to 
smithereens with his hot pistol. As 
blood spurts everywhere, a^hecsc- 
■‘cakcy'schdnta (Salma Tlayck)' thV‘ ^ 
Moriachi's saved from the baddic's 
bullet drapes herself over him. This 
kind of thing would be outrageous 
if it weren’t so transparently stu- 
pid: 

Throughout the movie, the 
Mariachi is set upon by legions of 
mnchine-gun-toting Mafiosi who 
can’t seem to hit him even in a 
tiny bar. Yet though he's a guitar 
player by trade, not a trained 
marksman, the Mariachi can’t 
seem to miss. In the final 
shootout, with the Mariachi facing 
a courtyard full of armed thugs, 
the outcome is so inevitable (and 
preposterous) that Rodriguez 
doesn't bother to dramatize it; he 
just fades to white. 

Quentin Tarantino gives his 
imprimatur of sadistic cool to 
“Desperado” by showing up for a 
cameo (he gets brains splattered on 
his face and his head blown off. so 
presumably he enjoys himselO* But 
don’t be fooled: Though regret- 
tably hyperviolcnt, Tarantino's 
•|Pulp Fiction" had wit to bum, not 
to mention unforgettable characters 
and the year’s best screenplay. It 
come by its cheap thrills honestly. 
’’Pesperado” is artless, stylized 
junk — but hey, great low-down 
soundtrack by Los' Lobos.

All in a day's work for Alanis 
. Morissette, 21, the Canadian-born 
singer and songwriter who's among 
the hottest rock acts this summer. 

Morissette doesn't mince words. 

■ Her music, a strident distitlaiion of 
old-fashioned singer-songwriter con- 
fession. is Aill of anguish ' but it’s 
anguish with a purpose, communicat- 
ed with serious lung power. Her acidic 
songs vent rancor, right wrongs, 
expose narrow-minded thinking, and 
rail against nil types of controlling 
forces, from parents to priests. 

And yet, remarkably, these songs 
arc never just complaint sessions. 

They turn on cfTortless, deceptively 
addictive melodies. They overflow 
with something often missing.from 
popular music: a sense of personal 
investment. Tlicy elevate age-old rock

Afterward, the team sits down and 
discusses the whole experience. 

"It’s like dealing with adversity. 
A lot of coaches and teachers don’t 
teach it,’* Smythe said. “But it’s a 
life-long thing. I’ve never worked 
for or played with anybody who was 
os creative with team building." 

As for falling off the bleachers, 
the team is there to catch whoever 
falls. The activity is called "trust 
falls" and sin^ilar exeraises are used 
in many business management semi- 
nars and team building programs 
ocross the country. 

Last week, the team did a cardio- 
vascular workout in the city pool. 

"I believe the individual is always 
smaller than the team," Federico 
said. 

And this is the philosophy Federi- 
co brings to the Bruin gymnasium as 
be replaces 10-year coach Jerry 
Sivulicb. 

Federico inherits a standard. The 
Bruins finished the 1994 season 20-

Zilog producing chip 
to screen TV programs 

BOISE — Zilog hns developed the first 
computer chip that blocks risque or vio- 
lent television programs, company offi- 
ciolssay. 

The chip, already in production at 
Zilog’s factory in Nampa, gives con- 
sumers control over the sights and sounds 
that broadcasters beam into their homes. 

Before program-blocking becomes a re- 
ality. Congress must pass a measure re- 
quiring television manufacturers to in- 
clude a “choice chip” in new sets. 

But such a bill has passed the Senate 
and now is before the House. 

. Sorfic group — broadcasters, cable in- 
^ dustry or the government — would rate 
the content of television shows. Those rat- 
ings would be transmitted, along with the 
shows, into homes. Zilog’s chip would 
scan them for their ratings and block any- 
thing objectionable. Consumers would ac- 
tivate the feature by pressing a button on 
their television sets or remote control, 
similar to closed-captioning.

For many who remarry, the biggest con- 
cern is protecting children from a first mar- 
riage. “If something happens to you, you 
may not be able to depend on your second 
marriage spouse to take care of your chil- 
dren,” says Ann Diamond, a financial con- 
sultant based in New York City. 

If you have children, you con set up a life 
insurance trust for the children so that upon 
your death they will receive the proceeds 
from the policy. There are administrative 
costs associated with setting up and main- 
taining the trust, however. 

To get around those costs, some parents 
have their children purchase a life insurance 
policy on them and'btovide the funds to 
pay for the premiums. 

Another advantage to this suategy is that 
the insurance would not be subject to tax 
■ upon your death, says Madeline bloveclc, 
president of Novos Planning Associates in 
New York City.

Still, a life insurance trust may be a better 
choice “if your children cannot be relied 
upon to pay the premiums — even if the 


parent is giving them tile money for the 
premium,” Noveck says. 

An insurance policy also allows parents 
who don’t have big estates to give their 
children an inheritance immediately upon 
their death. In such a scenario, the second 
spouse might inherit the assets of the estate, 
which typically would include the house 
and bank accounts. And the children would 
inherit the money from the insurance poli- 
cy. 

The best way for couples to legally speci- 
fy their intentions is through a prenuptial 
agreement. “It can be looked at a,s part of 
the estate-planning process," Noveck s;iys. 
“And dial can make it less of an emotional 
issue, because some people feel threatened 
by prenuptial agreements." 

Agreeing before marriage to relinquish 
the right to one-third of a spouse's estate 
docs not mean the surviving spouse must 
be left out in the cold. It simply allows cou- 
ples to structure their wills and trusts. 

Although estate planning is a major issue 
facing couples who remarry, it’s not the 
only financial issue they need to consider. 
Older couples must take into account the 
impoct of marriage on their reiircmcnt-and 
health benefits. For example, a widow iS 
entitled to receive survivor benefits from 
Social Security ba.scd on her deceased hus- 
band’s work record. But a widow who re- 
marries before she turns 60 is entitled only 
to spousal benefits based on her second 
husband’s work record. 

According to Social Security guidelines, 
survivor benefits arc more generous than 
spou.sal benefits, So if a widow is 58 years 
old, she may want to consider postponing 
marriage for two years. Tlicn she will have

The backlash against Windows 95 is un- 
der way among computer users fiercely 
loyal to competing operating systems, peo- 
ple who sec Bill Gates os Big Brother, and 
Olliers who are sick of the hype. 

For the release of Windows 95, Mi- 
crosoft Corp, orchestrated publicity stunts 
in more than 40 cities worldwide and even 
go! the Rolling Stones to license the song 
“Start Me Up” for a TV commercial about 
the new system, which is touted ns faster, 
easier and more versatile than the old Win- 
dows. 

It was all a bit much for Mark Fay, a 
computer consultant from Loniana, Fla. 

“It goes back to the same thing: lots of 
funk and flash but littJe substance,” said 
Fay, who uses IBM’s OS/2 operating sys- 
tem. “Making lots of noise, saying this is 
good stuff — if anything, it’s turning me 
ofT." 

From his suburban Baltimore living 
room. Bunker was sending messages over 
the Internet to try to organize a boycott of 
the upgrade, which he calls a corporate 
conspiracy to force computer users to

Windows sales manic - for how long? 


NEW YORK (AP) — Captivated by common 
zeal and the most intensive product promotion 
ever, computer users nationwide began buying 
Microsoft Cotp.’s Windows 95 Thursday and ush- 
ered in 0 new era in personal computing. 

From pizza giveaways to computer geek cos- 
tume balls, computer stores beckoned buyers to 
purchase the most widely awaited sofhvzuo inno- 
vation in years, on advance that will improve the 
performance of millions of PCs that run on sys- 
tems designed by the leading software manufac- 
turer. 

"We got bombed. Wc got rushed,” said Rob 
Lund, a salesman at Egghead Software in Maple- 
wood, Minn., where dozens of customers scarfed 
up copies of Windows 95 by 1 a.m. 


But beneath the hype and initial sales buists, the 
first-day success of Microsoft's enormous market- 
ing campaign remained unclear this morning. At 
some stores it was business as usual. 

On Wall Street, investors sold off Microsoft’s 
stock, anticipating a lull after today’s enthusiasm 
wanes. By late morning shores were offSt.87H to 
S96 on the Nasdaq Stock Market 

Rival software makers Apple and IBM do%vn- 
played the debut pointing out their products al- 
ready do what Windows 95 does. And in Wash- 
ington, Attorney General Janet Reno put a damper 
on the party mood by saying her anti-monopoly 
investigators still are scrutinizing Microsoft’s 
sales practices. 

The scene at two stores in midiown Manhattan 


early today demonstrated how it was diflicult to 
draw conclusions about the initial sales success.

A dozen TV crews 
and at least that many Microsoft employees 
watched. The crowd jammed checkout lines for 30 
minutes. ^ 

But at Dataviston, a comparably-sized super- 
store one block away, about two dozen people 
bought copies. At 20 minutes post midni^i, the 
store was empty. "That’s what food and a little 
party gets." Aibat Liniodo, a Dauvision manager, 
said of CompUSA's tactics. "We had a spurt and 
that was it.”

He orgoniud a similar boycott of major league 
baseball earlier this year. In his view, the baseball 
strike and Windows 95 bear o striking similarity. 

"We're basically being held captive by people 
>yho ore putting the interests of financial gains up 
against what's best for the consumer," Bunker 
said. 

Charles Forsythe, a Oallos-bosed software con- 
sultant, said Windows 95 isn’t as good as Mi- 
crosbft'would like the world to think. 


"It's a cruel hoax really,” said Forsythe, an 
OS/2 user who saw test vereions of Windows 95 
before its debut. He said Windows 95 is not os 
uscr-fricndly as promised and is just plain clumsy 
for advanced users like him. 

Forsythe also expressed irritation over the con- 
trol Microsoft exerts over the personal computer 
market. Its software runs 80 percent of PCs world- 
wide. 

“It’s pretty clear that Microsoft wants to rtm the 
world,” Forsythe said. 

IBM and Apple have said only that their sys-'- 


terns already do what Windows 95 does. 

But on the Internet, users of the Macintosh ond 
OS/2 systems were heatedly arguing with Win- 
dows 95 advocates over the finer points of 32 bit 
multitasking, graphics capabilities, and the like. 

"Stop bliuning.(Microsoft) for everything from 
devil-worship to monopoly, and stort trying to 
find the real reason for (Microsoft) dominance 
better business," one Windows 95 advocate wrote. 

"‘Better’ business? No, just sneakier, more un- 
derhanded,” on OS/2 fon responded. "Not ‘better’ 
otoll.”

a choice between survivior or 
spousal benefits — whichever is 
higher. 

Some older couples choose to live 
together rather than get married so 
they can protect their assets in the 
event of a catastrophic illness. Medi- 
caid rules say you have to spend 
' down your assets to a certain level in 
order to qualify, for benefits. If two 
partners arc not married, they only 
have to exhaust tho properly of the 
person requiring long-term care and 
his shore of any jointly owned prop- 
erty. 

Home ownership is another impor- 


tant consideration for older couples. 
People who arc over 55 hove a one- 
time capital gains tax exclusion of up 
to S125.000 on the profit from the 
sale of a home. 

What happens if two people in 
their late 50s plan to get married and 
both own homes? T | i' 

If they have never taken an exclu- 
sion, they can sell the homes before 
tlicy tie the knot and each receive a 
S125.000 exclusion. If they wait until 
after the marriage, they’ll be entitled 
to only one exclusion. 

If a homeowner marries someone 
who already has taken the exclu- 
sion, the homeowner forfeits his or 


her right to take one. 

When it comes to taxes, married 
couples often pay more to (he Inter- 
nal Revenue Service than unmarried 
couples <who live together. And mar- 
ried couples pay more taxes on So- 
cial Security benefits than couples 
who live together. 

Consider this: If single taxpayers 
cam between 525,000 and $34,000 a 
year, then 50 percent of (heir Social 
Security benefits arc subject (o tax. If 
married taxpayers who file jointly 
cam between 532,000 and 544,000, 
50 percent of their Social Security 
benefits arc subject to tax. People 
with higher incomes must pay tax on 


0 bigger share of their Social Securi- 
^ benefits. 

Tliot means unmarried couples con 
cam up to 568,000 and still to taxed 
on 50 percent of their Social Security’ 
benefits, compared with $44,000 for 
married couples. 

Couples who are remarrying also 
need to discuss how they intend to 
manage their finances. “They may 
have gone through more than half a 
lifetime handling money in a certain 
woy,” Diamond says. "TTie wife may 
like to give a lot of gifts to her kids. 
It can couse friction. Thot’s why 
most second marriage spouses don’t 
comingic funds.” 


Airlines quietly shrink 


discounts for seniors

The shrinking airline industry 
has quietly shrunk one of its best 
deals for senior citizens. 

In the past month,^ost major . 
airlines have eliminated a book 
of coupons that allowed people , 
over 62 to fly eight domestic 
trips for $1,012 — or 5126.50 a 
flight.. (-•• 

They have retained the fbur 
coupon book, which costs 5596 
— orS149atrip. 

“See what 1 mcon? You can’t 
win,” said Neda Pastorc, a retired 
school teacher and bookkeeper 
who lives in Hollywood, Fla. 
“Let us not lose sight of the fact 
that the senior citizen of today 
-made-o-conlribution ycars-ago,-’’-- 
Poslorc said. “In their retirement 
years, they should be able to re- 
lax and enjoy themselves.” 

The elimination of the eight- 
coupon book apparently was trig- 
gered by Northwest, which took 
the step JiUy 15. American, 
Delta, United and USAir have all 
followed in the past 10 days. 
Northwest spokesman Jim 


Faulkner said the four-coupon 
: book was far more popular than : 

' the eight coupon book. . 

“Thw were not enough pcor 
pic using the eight-coupon book 
to justify continuing thc.pro- 
gram," Faulkner said. “Wc arc' 
putting our eiTorts into promot- 
ing the value of the four-coupon 
book." 

American spokeswoman Patri- 
cia San Pedro said the eight- 
coupon books accounted for only 
10 percent of coupon book sales. 

Pat Loftus, a 42-ycar-bld Mia- • 
mi Lakes resident who tried -to 
buy a coupon book this week for 
his father, said the books were 
eliminated quickly and quietly. 

“This is an 18 percent in- 
-crease, -”-Loftu3-8aid.-‘*I-wl3h-they - - — 
had just. announced it ahead of 
time, so I could have bought one 
first.” 

The coupons allow passengers 
over 62 to fly within thc'Unitcd 
States or Virgin Islands, Puerto 
Rico and Canada, with reserva- 
tions 14 days in advance when 
scots arc avniloblc. They arc 
valid for one year after purchase. 


Boise firm lappehes 
test of recydmig plan 


BOISE (AP) — A gap in Boise's 
recycling efforts will be filled when ' 
businesses begin tossing their paper 
in bright green containers instead of 
sending it to the dump. 

Browning-Ferris Industries is 
launching a six-month test of recy- 
cling cardboard, magazines, junk 
mail and office paper from smaller 
businesses like retail outlets, restau- 
rants and offices. 

"A lot of them (employers) have 
lived in places where thcy’vc rccy- 
cled paper before," said Sharon 
Vnndcr Till, BFI recycling manag- 
er. ‘*nicy’re amazed that they con’t 
here.” 

The Poulci Rouge will check it 
out. The eatery and other businesses 
in the building fill two Dumpsters 
to the point they ore'cverflowing 
with poper by mid-week, said em- 
ployee Page Sausman. T. 

“A lot of that could be reduced,” 
he said. "Recycling would be the 
onswer." 


Big businesses like Micron Tech- 
nology ship their large volumes of 
rccyclables to Western Recycling, 
to which BFI also will sell its paper 
waste. 

About 100 businesses have said 
they arc interested in recycling, not 
as omoncy-mnking venturc,-but be-

If the company can round up 400 
business resyclers, it could divert 
about 400 tons per month from the 
landfill, Bradley estimated.

then fate took charge. When dubs 
didn’t break 3-3 and the XO didn’t 
drop, South couldn’t recover and 
the game went one down. 

A much better plan costs next 

luck h^bs. ^er di- 

amond ace, South should cash 
only his queen and jack of trumps 
and the ace and queen of dubs. If 
the dub 10 drops. South draws the 
last trump and overtakes his dub 
jack in dummy. When the 10 
doesn’t drop, South cashes his 
dub jack which, fortimately. West 
cannot ruff. Finally, South leads a 
■ third trump to dummy’s king and 
one of his losers goes on duimny’s 
dub king. 

Docs the winning line involve 
some risk? Yes. Had West been 
able to ruff a dub honor, the de- 
fense would have scored an extra 
undertrick. However, since the 
gome was immakable against this, 
distribution, an extra undertrick 
was a small price to pay for the 
extra chance at the rubber bonus.
